A Drowned Bank President Turns 
Out to Have Wasted Hundreds 
of Thousands of Dollars. 


New Tonk, July 19.—The weather is cold and rainy. 
with eastern wind. 

It is stated that the personal accounts of E. 8. 
Mills, President of the Brooklyn Trust Company, 
who was drowned at Coure Island last Tuesday mora- 
Ing, are overdrawn one hundred thousand dollars, 
and that he allowed the loaning of over three hundred 
thousand dollars of the funds of that institution upon 
securities. 


The Great Alabama Indem- 
nity Fund. 


In the transmission of the Alabama indemnity fund 
of $15,50),000 to the United States the English Gov- 
ernment availed itself of three American banking 
houses in London, J. S. Morgan & Co., Morton, Rose 
& Co,, and Jay, Ccoke, McCullough & Co. The 
bankers determined to transmit about one half 
through ordinary channels of exchange, and 
accordingly Morgan and Company have drawn 
bills for about eight millions of dollars on a London 
house and sold them. TMat amount being placed to 
the credit of England on this side, it is not to the in- 
terest of bankers te transmit any additional sale in 
this way, but the balance is to be sent over through 
shipment of five-twenty bonds to the amount of 
$7,500,000, a considerable portion of which has al. 
ready been obtained. 

The transaction in exchange was managed quietly. 
At the instance of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
wh was afraid of the effect that publicity might have 
ou the market, the bonds will be turned into gold at 
par, making the fr] amoun; of the indemnity.

The Jardin Mabilie. 


Paris Correspondent Cincinnati Gazette. ] 

What American man goes to Paris with- 
out visiting this famous garden? And the 
guide books say married women may see it 
with their husbands. It may be well. The 
Jardin Mabille is somehow synonymous 
with the fancied license and abandon of 
Paris pleasures. And what are the attrac- 
tions of the Jardin Mabille? It is often 
described in ietters to the press, and much 
oftener in personal narration of experience, 
and I venture to say the impression in the 

mind is of a great scene of revelry 
and mirth, in which the exuberant spirits and 
excitement of the time find exercise in a com- 
ical, extravagant, and athletic style of danc- 
ing. This is the notion that the traveled 
man conveys to his innocent fellow-man, 
and that tourists give when they write letters 
of travel. The wonder is, where tourists 
expect to go to when they die; for their ine- 
vitable habit of drawing the long bow would 
make them people a large territory, if lying 
were to be taken notice of. 

The reality of the scene of revelry in the 
Jardin Mabille is to this common idea about 
as the 1eality of a German masquerade ball, 
in which there are scores of over-coated, 
hatted, tobacco-spitting men to one mas- 
querader, is to the general idea of the 

ayety and revelry of such performances. 
Upon the ground, by the stand of the fine 
orchestra, two couples, the women evi- 
dently stock performers, dance the figures 
of a quadrille in a style more or less ex- 
travagant, according to their genius and 
muscle. The great attraction, and greatest 
feat, is where the female dancer gathers up 
her skirts, to free her movement, and flings 
up one foot as high as her head. This one of 
them may be expected to do every time the 
figure comes to the motion of forward and 
back. The other extraordinary motion con- 
sist chiefly of that swaggering and swaying 
of the arms in time with the feet,which Aimes 
and other singers in opera bouffe have made 
familiar to American eyes. Around these 
two couples the spectators who have come 
to see the fastest life in Paris gather in a ring, 
asawrestling match in New England on 
training day. Perad venture, in a favorable 
night, there may be performers enough to 
form two,or possibly three of these half 
quadrilles, each of which will have its 


crowded ring of gasping spectators. The A 


performannce is varied by waltzes, which, as 
they do notadmitof the peculiar Jardin 
Mabille step, are less attractive to the look- 
ers OD. 

This is the reality of the fancied scene of 
dancing revelry which is thought the great 
attraction of the in Mabille. Some 
scores of well-dressed women visit the gar- 
den in pursuit of their avocation, and in 
general place themselves unobtrusively on 
the benches that are scattered around it. 
Some are bolder in manner, but men who 
hold out no invitation are not exposed to 
solicitations. Many of the women seem to 
come quietly as to an exchange, and when 
they have found that the remaining 
spectators have come to see fast life 
in Paris, but do not “mean business,” 
they as quietly depart. The revelry and 
mirth of the Jardin Mabille are of the 
tamest. But it is a beautiful garden, and with 
its shrubbery, its arbors, fancy grottoes, min- 
iature fountains, its booths for various little 
games, its brilliant lights and music, it has the 
effect of a fairy scene. It is only as a scene 
of fast fun an tay A that it is a delusion. 
Unquestionably the French have the genius 
for comical mirth ina high degree, but this 
garden is too much a place of business, The 
visits of Americans and English are its chief 
means of support, and these go to see and 
not perform.
